HINTS 

Running your car for long 
periods generates high heat 
levels. Heat causes wear and 
tear on the motor. To keep heat 
levels down, when your 
Attacker's battery power dies, 
let the car cool at least 10 
minutes before installing a 
newly charged battery pack. 

If someone uses a CB nearby, it 
might interfere with control of 
the Attacker. If this happens, 
move the car and transmitter 
away from the CB. 

You cannot operate your 
Attacker near devices with 
transmitters that use the same 
frequency as the Attacker 
(either 27 MHz or 49 MHz). 

If the Attacker moves slowly, 
and you just installed a fully 
charged battery pack, check 
the wheel mechanisms for lint, 
thread, hair or dust. 
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Thank you for purchasing the RadioShack Attacker. It 
will fool all your friends as it transforms from a monster 
truck into a high-profile race car and back at the touch 
of a button! The Attacker comes in two frequencies, 27 
MHz and 49 MHz, so you can race with your friends. 
Check the box for the frequency listing.

Installing Batteries 


A WARNING A 

Dispose of old batteries 
promptly and properly. Do not 
burn or bury them. 


CAUTION m 

Use only a fresh battery/ 
battery pack of the required 
size and recommended type. 

If you will not be using the 
Attacker for a week or more, 
remove the battery from the 
transmitter and the battery 
pack from the Attacker. 
Batteries can leak chemicals 
that can damage electronic 
parts. 

Never leave dead or weak 
batteries in the Attacker or 
the transmitter. 


A note a 

When the transmitter's range 
decreases, replace its battery. 


ISl CAUTION <SI 

Be sure the battery pack's 
connectors and wires do not 
touch the Attacker's moving 
parts. 

Use only the recommended 
battery pack and charger. 

Do not charge or recharge the 
battery pack while it is in the 
Attacker. 

After you charge or recharge 
the battery pack, disconnect it 
from the charger. 
Overcharging the battery pack 
could damage it. 

When you disconnect the 
battery pack from the charger, 
do not pull on the connector's 
wires, '/ou might damage the 
battery pack.

I M THE Vehicle 

The Attacker requires a 9.6-volt rechargeable battery 
pack (not supplied, available at your local RadioShack 
store) for power. You must charge the battery pack 
before you can use it to power your Attacker. To charge 
it, follow the battery charger's instructions. & 

1. Slide ON/OFF on the bottom of the Attacker to OFF. 

2. Press the battery lid 
stopper and slide it in the 
direction of the OPEN 
arrow to lift it. 

3. Place the battery pack 
with its connector on the 
same side as the 
vehicle's matching 
connector and push it in 
all the way. 
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4. Connect the battery pack's connector to the 
vehicle's connector. The connector fits only one way. 

5. Replace the battery lid stopper. If the Attacker 
loses power or does not respond to the transmitter, 
recharge the battery pack.

Attach the antenna to the transmitter by screwing the 
threaded end into the transmitter's antenna connector.

The antenna tube holds up the antenna wire for the best 
reception and range.

2. Insert the tube securely into the vehicle's tube 
holder. Let the extra antenna wire hang freely.

Keep the Attacker dry; if it gets 
wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use 
and store the Attacker only in 
normal temperature 
environments. Handle the 
Attacker carefully; do not drop 
it. Keep the Attacker away from 
dust and dirt, and wipe it with a 
damp cloth occasionally to keep it 
looking new. 

Service and Repair 

If your Attacker is not 
performing as it should, take it 
to your local RadioShack store 
for assistance.
